Examiner continues to respectfully disagree with Applicants' assertion on Page 15, 2nd Paragraph "Patterson does not disclose this same 
decision making control in the terminals, and thus The terminal and gateway of Patterson, as previously stated and detailed in the 
Office Action dated July 15, 2008, use the MAC layer control protocol to change or adjust the data rate (See Section 0101). Furthermore 
the terminals can operate at different data rates to account for changes in the radio environment (See Section 0103). In order for said 
terminals to change data rates there will need to be a changing or adjusting function conducted by said terminals. 

Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicants' assertion on Page 16, 1st Paragraph "Further, the applicants' representative has asserted 
that Lapaille teaches away Lapaille also teaches a satellite system in which the quality of the link is measured. It would thus have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the signal-to-noise ratio measurement of Lapaille 
as an alternative means for measuring link quality. Examiner is using rationale (B), which is a proper rationale according to MPEP 2143. 
Furthermore, "the prior art's mere disclosure of more than one alternative does not constitute a teaching away from any of these 
alternatives because such disclosure does not criticize, discredit, or otherwise discourage the solution claimed...."
